Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.182, patentee hereby petitions for acceptance of an additional

Despite the above payments and the lack of a statement 
claiming small entity status, the July 2, 2004 Notice of Allowance incorrectly showed an issue fee 
amount of $665.00 then applicable for a small entity. This error on the Notice of Allowance caused 
the issue fee to be paid incorrectly in that amount for a small entity. The prior payment and the 
error occurred in good faith.
